Laramie, Wyo., Aug. 30.—Joe Mar­ 
tin, colored, was lynched by a mob of 
300 
Monday 
night. 
Martin 
was a 
trusty in the county jail. 
He attacked 
a white girl nam ed Kratise in the jail 
kite hen anti slashed her face and arm s 
with a razor. 
One man was injured 
by Martin when entering the jail to 
drag off the prisoner. 
After assaulting Miss Krause with 
a razor Martin was placed in a cell in 
the county jail. 
At night a mob of 
several hundred m en went to the jail 
and at the muzzles of rifles took the 
cell keys from Sheriff Cook and took 
the negro to a lamp post a short dis­ 
tance from the jail. 
The negro was 
quickly strung up to the post. 
During 
the entire 
proceeding he 
did not speak nor attempt to resist 
the mob. 
T he lynching occurred at 
about 8 o’clock and within an hour the 
streets were deserted. 
Acting Coroner Grant took charge 
of the body of the negro and turned it 
over to an undertaker. 
Miss Krause, though 
not seriously 
hurt, would undoubtedly have been 
killed by Martin had not the wife of 
Sheriff Cook held him in her arm s u n­ 
til his rage had cooled and until he 
could be taken from the kitchen. 
On 
the way out he slashed Fran k Frazer, 
a bystander, 
with a butcher 
knife. 
The wound is not serious.
